Ortiz denies oil prices to rise 
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VIENNA, Feb. 10 <R) - 
Rene Ortiz, secretary general 
of the Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Countries, 
Saturday denied knowledge of 
pres* reports of plans to call 
an extraordinary OPEC con- 
ference io decide a further 
price rise. 

"Officially. 1 don't know 
anything about this." Ortiz 
said. "Prices are fixed for toe 
entire year." 

The “Financial Times” of 
London, citing oil industry 


executives, said Saturday that 
Algeria. Libya and Nigeria 
were in the forefront of OPEC 
members calling for a further 
price nse above the new level 
which came into force on Jan. 
1. 

The three countries argued 
that market conditions and 
spot prices resulting from the 
stoppage of Iranian exports 
had made nonsense of the 
five percent increment sei for 
the first quarter of this year, 
the report said. 


Islamic legal system 
becomes law in Pakistan 


ISLAMABAD, Feb. 10 (R) 
— Stoning to death for adul- 
tery, amputation of a hand and 
toot Lor theft and whipping 
for Muslims who drink, al- 
cohol became law in Pakistan 
Saturday. 

The measures were announ- 
ced by 'the president, Gen. 
Zia-UI-Haq, as part of a strict 
Islamic legal system. 

Prohibition of alcohol will 
be enforced for all except peo- 
ple belonging to the country's 
Christian minority and resi- 
dent foreigners. 

Gen. Zia, who has ruled by 
martial law since seizing power 
19 months ago, also ordered 
new forms of taxation which 
constitute the beginnings of an 
Islamic economic system. 

He unveiled the measures 
before an invited audience at 
the former National Assem- 
fily Chamber, saying Pakistan 
had deviated from Islamic 
principles and turned toward 
materialism. 

He had already introduced 
whipping for some offenses 


and a provision for amputa- 
tion of the hand. He brought 
in the latest measures as pre- 
sidential orders which he said 
were backed by the supreme 
court. 

The Islamic punishments, 
which the president said were 
severe but designed as deter- 
rents. include SO lashes for 
drinking, libel and defamation 
of character. 

Stoning will be the punish- 
ment for rapists as well as for 
adulterers. 

“Islam is totally misunder- 
stood and the picture of hor- 
des of Muslims marching on 
Crusaders is wrong,” Zia dec- 
lared. “It is a benign religion 
teaching people to be kind and 
just, and it is prirarcssive.” 

Zia said a TL5 per cent 
wealth tax known as the Zakat 
would be levied on Muslims 
this year along with a five 
per cent tax on their farm pro- , 
dues. 

. Zia also promised to pro- 
vide industry with a consti- 
tutional guarantee against na- 
tionalization.

The International Islamic Con- 
ference on Defense Friday de- 
nounced Israels occupation of 
Arab territories as a dangerous 
for eat to world peace, asked 
that Israel be strongly con- 
demned and urged its with- 
drawal. 

In its final communique, the 
conference, a brainchild of 
Saudi diplomat Salem Azzem 
expressed anxiety about "Is- 
rael's brutal acts against foe 
Palestinian people and its con- 
tinuous desecration of religious 
shrines,'' 

It urged all Muslim peoples 
and governments to build a 
new Islamic society based_ on 
the Holy Kuran and the 
Traditions. 

It called on peoples and 
governments to exert every ef- 
fort to preserve their intellec- 
tual unity and "territorial in- 
dependence" and to recover all 
lands seized by aggression and 
the use of force. 

It underlined the necessity 
for close cooperation among 
Islamic states in defense and 
security. 

It also hailed what it term- 
ed the Islamic renaissance — 
the surge of Islamic move- 
ments throughout the world. 

The conference urged Isla- 
mic countries to join hands to 
develop, to ensure the technical 
training of their nationals and 


to set up joint industrial ven- 
tures — particularly connected 
with the manufacture of wea- 
pons. 

It called for a general mo- 
bilization of resources lo pre - 
serve foe security oi every 
Muslam country and cater for 
its. economic and social deve- 
lopment and technological re- 
quirements. 

It recommended to Islamic 
Institute of Defense and Tech- 
nology, which Azzam chairs 
and which sponsored the con- 
ference with foe Islamic Coun- 
cil of Europe, to work out a, 
security program for Islamic 
countries.

Tiie Vietnam debacle and the undignified exit 61 the 
United States from Southeast Asia so hamstrung American 
foreign policy that for some years the United States has been” 
so unsure of itself as to leave the Soviet Union to fiU any vac- 
uum it wants. Even tiny Cuba was emboldened to act like a 
superpower in Africa. 

With American foreign policy in recession, it was only 
a matter of time before the Soviet Union would unleash, its 
agents in particularly vulnerable countries to rise up and iake 
over, ultimately for the Kremlin. 

Taking over has been fast, efficient if bloody, and alarm- 
ing in its sweep and inevitability. 

It is only a matter of time before the communists in Iran 
infiltrate the opposition: if, that is, Ayatollah Khomeini and 
the government and array do not reach a quick compromise. 

Tne American Defense Secretary’s visit to the region 
takes place amid the unprecedented gloom of those who had 
counted on unstinted and unwavering American support to 
thwart any foreign threats to the integrity of the area. 

The states here are as vulnerable to aggression and sub- 
version as they are crucial to the world economy. 

Oman and North Yemen are facing a perennial threat 
to their stability from South Yemen, almost completely 
under Soviet tutelage. Somalia and Sudan are already on the 
defensive against a well-armed Ethiopia which has more arms 
than it can use purely to defend jtsdf. 

The other Gulf slates, possibly with the exception of 
Saudi Arabia and Iraq, are too small to defend themselves 
against a weU-organized subversive movement armed and 
paid for from the outside. 

Harold Brown said here yesterday thai his government 
would not only express friendship and support but show it 
in real terms: better aims and a declaration of intent that the 
states in the region would not be left in the lurch if security' 
is threatened. 

But the United States and its friends la the region will 
always find fheir hands tied behind their backs by the coa- 
t mued occupation of Arab lands and denial of a Palestinian 
homeland by the armies of an American protege in the Mid- 
<fle East, Israel. Unless this is eliminated, American efforts- 
will come up against a waff of mistrust and suspicion that 
would make a full-scale, whole-hearted alliance iweU-nigh im- 
possible. 


THE UNTRIED MUSCLES 


The planned resumption of the Egyptian- Israeli peace talks 
in Washington later this month offers little promise of a break- 
through that would lead to a comprehensive settlement. The 
bargaining stances of Egypt and Israel have, if anything, 
drawn farther apart in period since the Blair House negotia- 
tions. Israel, encouraged by the Carter aefaninistration’s dear 
reluctance to pressure the Jewish state, has stepped up its op. 
position ti> any kind of viable Palestinian self-determination in 
the occupied territories and has initiated a crackdown on the 
inhabitants of the West Bank — perhaps a preview of the 
kind of “autonomy" the Begin government hopes to imple- 
ment there. Egypt, os the other hand, has had to weigh the 
potential repercussions ot the ongoing Iranian crisis on the 
region as a whole, and has apparently concluded it would be 
dangerous to isolate itself further from the Arab countries 
■by acquiescing in a separate peace. 

Thus, at the urging of the United States, the two coun- 
tries will resume ministerial-level talks, but neither side is ex- 
pecting a realistic Middle East solution to emerge from the 
negotiations. The talks are likely to be little more than a 
holding action — a public relations ploy designed to bold out 
‘he promise of peace at a time when the Middle East is grow- 
- ing increasingly unsettled due to the strategic realignments cur- 
rently underway. Since the present Israeli government feels 
tihat relinquishing the West Barrie will endanger the security of 
the Jewish state. Begin s negotiators cajj be expected to stall for 
time, while the pro-Israeli lobby in the United States works 
on the Carter administration and urges greater American pres- 
sure on Piesident Sadat to conclude a separate peace. But Mr. 
Sadat has other pressures to contend with as well. He needs 
to draw closer to his Arab brothers in an effort to assure the 
stability of the region in th e wake of the strategic power va- 
cuum posed by the Iranian crisis. The Egyptian Foreign Mi- 
nistry demonstrated this concern in its recent reply to com- 
ments by Israeli Foreign Minister Dayan, The ministry stress- 
ed that Egypt would not turn its back on the Arab nation, and 
it added a new pan-Arab element to its pronouncements on 
“linkage” when it called for a peace settlement that would 
provide repatriation or compensation for the Palestinian refu- 
gees of 194$ — a question that has been largely ignored since 
the Camp David summit. 

As we have said many times before, the only way to break 
the current negotiating deadlock is for the United States to 
exercise untried muscles and press the Israeli government to 
make major concessions for peace. The U.S. has the strength to 
do this — there is no country in the world that relies more on 
American charity than Israel. And this time. President Carter 
may be able to win substantial congressional support for a 
move to pleasure the Begin government. Senate majority leader; 
Robert Byrd hinted at this late last year when he warned that 
Congress might be incljned to limit aid to Israel if the Jewish 
state persisted in establishing illegal settlements in the occupied 
territories. The Carter administration has set the stage for a 
possible pressure play against Israel with the release of the 
State Department human rights report critidang Israeli treat- 
ment of Palestinian detainees and prisoners. HopefuHy the 
president will have the courage fo follow through on obis pro- 
mising beginning, before it becomes necessary to abandon the 
peace process altogether. 







U.S. assesses human rights

WASHINGTON 

Arab countries — with the 
exception of Lebanon, where 
ihe effects of a bloody civil 
war are still being felt — were 
generally given high marks tn 
their adherence to basic human 
rights practices in an annual re- 
port issued Saturday by the 
U& State Department. 

la Iran, where serious social 
unrest erupted during 1978, go- 
vernment forces were changed 
with sometimes using extreme 
violence against demonstrators 
and with arbitrary arrests. 

The Carter administration j 
finding s on Israel, disclosed ear- 
lier in the week, include alle- 
gations of routine use of torture 
by officials during interroga- 
tion of Arab security suspects. 

“The accumulation of reports, 
some from credible sources, 
makes it appear that instances 
of austireaixoent have occurred," 
the State Department said. 

The human report is required 
by law each year, its purpose 
being to advise the U.S. Con- 
gress of human rights policies 
in countries that receive or 
have applied for U.S. foreign 
aid. 

Th* year’s report covers 115 
countries including 18 in the 
Middle East and north Africa. 

In that region, Egypt's Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat was given 
credit for continuing a trend 
toward liberalization in tile “po- 
litical, economic and social sp- 
heres” of Egyptian life. Hie 
report described the movement 
as “■uneven,” but said that 
State Department officials lear- 
ned of no instances of cruel, in- 


human or degrading punishment 
in that country last year. 

Arbitrary arrests and impri- 
sonment no longer occur and 
there is no evidence of officially 
inspired or sanctioned religious 
discrimination against Coptic 
Christians, Jews and other mi- 
norities in Egypt, the report 
said. 

In Syria, significant improve- 
ments in human rights practices, 
particularly in the treatment of 
minorities, were credited to 
President Hafez Assad. 

However, the report also said 
that suspects in security cases 
are sometimes Jailed without 
trial or with dosed trials and 
that there have been public 
hanging*. 

In Saudi Arabia, torture is 
neither sanctioned nor practic- 
ed, the State Department said. 

Thieves are subject to hav- 
ing their hands severed, in ac- 
cordance with Islamic law, the 
report noted. It said this pun- 
ishment is meted out only to 
repeat offenders and “in fact 
there have been few instances" 
of it in recent years. 

“Saudis, are generally free to 
say whatever they wish," the 
report said. “Indeed, citizens axe 
invited to take their grievances 
to higher authority.” 

In Jordan, the use of torture 
h rare and not condoned by the 
government, the department 
said. 

Occasionally, suspects may be 
treated roughly by their jailers 
but “cruel or degrading treat- 
ment or punishment is not tole- 
rated by the Jordanian govern- 
ment,” the report said.

The turmoil in Iran makes a 
regional peace settlement bet- 
ween Israel and its Arab neigh- 
bors all the more urgent, the 
Egyptians argue, and since 
there is no prospect of achiev- 
ing such an accord by an- 
other means, a summit will be 
necessary. 

A U.S. State Department 
spokesman said recently that 
the United States only would 
call a summit if both Israel 
and Egypt were prepared to 
demonstrate flexibility. Obser- 
vers here believe the desire to 
do just rbai motivated Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat to tell news- 
men last week that Egypt had 
agreed to sell oil from its Sinai 
fields to Israel at market pri- 
ces. 

Sadat and the top officials 
of his government have refrain- 
ed from saying publicly flat 
they want a new summit along 
the lines of the Camp David 
meeting last summer. They 
have hinted at it in broad 
terms and virtually have ruled 
out any other format for pur 
suing the negotiations. 

In an interview published 
here last week, the acting For- 
eign Minister, Di. BoutrOs 
Ghafi, rejected a proposal by 
Israeli Foreign Minister Mo- 
she Dayan for an Egyptian*

‘Iranian disconnection’ takes 
toll on uncertain Wall Street 


NEW YORK. Feb. 10 TAP) 

— The political upheaval in 
Iran — already being called 
"the Iranian disconnection," 

— has become a persistent 
problem for the stock market. 

Six weeks after the last ship- 
ment of oil left (hat unsettled 
country — which ordinarily 
accounts for about 10 per 
cent of the world’s oil supplies 

— the financial markets are 
still struggling to adjust. 

As the markets dosed Fri- 
day. stock prices showed a 
loss for the second straight 
week. The Dow Jones Average 
of 30 Industrials dropped 
12.30 to 822.33 after a 25.12- 
point decline the week before. 


The New York Stock Ex- 
change Composite Index lost 
.91 to 54.88. At rhe American 
Stock Exchange, the market 
value index managed a .83 
gain to I6O.O84 

Volume on the big board 
averaged 25.24 million shares a 
dav. against 26.94 million the 
week before. 

Analysts have noted several 
important areas of concern 
for investors in the Iranian 
situation. The most basic is 
its potential effect on oil 
supplies for the industrialized 
countries. Beyond that, ques- 
tions have been raised about 
Iran’s future role as a con- 
sumer of Western goods and 


services, such as military 
equipment, and about logos 
made in >he country by Wes- 
tern banks. 

Naturally, analysis say, such 
issues have taken their toll on 
stock prices generally. By late 
last week, however, it was 
evident that investors had be- 
gun to look at >hc other side 
of the coin — buying stocks 
of companies that might stand 
to benefit from the Iranian 
crisis. 

Coal stocks, for one. were 
strong on both Thursday and 
Friday. Many issues of com- 
panics with energy interests 
concentrated in North America 
also moved up.

Peking authorities soothe 
unrest among China youth 


PEKING, Feb. 10 (£)- 
C-hinese authorities moved Sat- 
urday to defuse potentially ex- 
plosive unrest among young 
people which recently erupts 
into violent demonstrations in 
Shanghai, the country’s largest 
city. 

The official New China 
News Agency (NCNA) quoted 
the top Shanghai Communist 
Party official as saying. 
“There has been a small groun 
of people blocking traffic, da- 
maging public property in the 
Downtown Streets, assaulting 
cadres (party workers) and 
stopping moving trains.” 

The demonstrators are be 


iieved to have been educated 
young people demanding the 
right to return to the city and 
work legally after being seat 
to rural areas under the Maoist 
“Youth to the Countryside” 
program, now being phased 
our. 

Some sources have estimated 
that up to 18 million young 
people were sent from the ci- 
ties and towns over the past 
20 years or so. but that only 
about 800,000 adapted success- 
fully. 

A recent wail poster in Pek- 
ing complained that youne 
people — presumably those 
who returned to cities

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 
fAP) — Officials estimate it 
•wiM cost more than 52.6 rail' 
Won to repair damage and pay 
police overtime- for the first 
week of protest by 3,500 Arne- 
rican farmers seeking higher 
government support prices. 

Three quarters of that esti" 
mate covers damage — acci‘ 
dental and deliberate — to 
the 146-acre Mall between the 
Capitol and the Washington 
Monument, where police have 
hundreds of heavy farm vehi- 
cles and campers penned in to 
foil traffic disruptions. 

Many farmers are spending 
their nights on the Mall and 
aU gather there during the day. 
Occupants put up this sign 
Friday, “Tractortown, Carter s 
first Prison Camp for Ameri- 
cans.” 

George Berkfacy of the U.S. 
Park Service said some trees 


and public facilities in the area 
have been mined. 

Dozens of flattened police- 
car tires have to be repaired, 
along with cruisers and motor- 
cycles hit by tractors. Rental 
of 103 buses to box in the 
tractors has cost about 590,000, 
so far, police said. 


At dusk Friday, a dilapidat- 
ed tractor which had been 
hauled to Washington on a 
flatbed truck was set afire 
along with a bale of cotton, 
farmers warmed their

hands around the blaze. 


On the political front, the 
American Agriculture Move- 
ment protesters got their first 
chance to lay their case before 
Congress Friday. They ofaim 
the government is responsible 
for prices so low that many 
fanners may have to quit farm-

symptom of the disease. 

It was the first death of an 
infant at the hospital after a 
four-day lull which had 
prompted, some doctors to say 
that tin worst was over. 

Dr. Mario Benti-Canand, 
who heads the ward where the 
“mystery disease" cases are 
treated, said Thursday that 
“one can look upon the fu- 
ture with cautious optimism." 

And the disease is still stri- 
king widely- Hundreds of ba- 
bies under the age of three 
are being treated in die tux- 


pfck of Naples and surroun- 
ding towns. Other cases are 
reported in the Salerno area 
further south. 

Doctors said much of the 
population, appears to have 
developed a natural immunity 
and parents seem to be more 
‘alert to the risk that a com- 
mon cuid may nun out to be 
tbe disease. 

In Geneva, the Worth Heal- 
th Organization said experts do 
not consider the Naples di- 
sease an epidemic that threa- 
tens to spread beyond the area 
where it. broke out. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10 
lAP) — Dry weather is pla- 
guing much of the southern 
hemisphere with crop damage 
likel y m South America and 
South Africa, the US. Natio- 
nal Weather Service reports. 

Lack of rain is threatening 
the soybean crop in. Brazil, the 
world’s second largest expor- 
ter of the beaus. 

The Weather Service's En- 
vironmental Data and infor- 
mation Service said char ge- 
nerous rains that fell over the 
soybean ureas last autumn sud- 
denly baited with the arrival 
of the New Year. 

“Day after day of rainless 
rides and lemperacures in the 
90s have evaporated earlier 
moisture and stunted toe grow- 
th of the crops," the Informa- 
tion Service said. 

Dry conditions also prevail 
in neighboring Paraguay and 
Uruguay and in ports of nor- 
thern Argentina. 

But moisture has been ge- 
nerally adequate in areas where 
Argentina's important corn 
crop is cidtivated. 

Across the Atlantic in Sou- 
th Africa, recent rains appa- 
rently have helped revive some 
crops damaged by the earlier 
drought. Much more rain is 
needed to erase the bum cau- 
sed by cfey weather that. af- 
fected some areas in Novem- 
ber and December. 

Abnormal hear and dryness 
have also damaged the grow- 
th of crops and pastures in 
parte of Australia, but the 
wheat crop there has already 


been harvested.

SALISBURY, Feb. 10 CAP) 
— Rhodesian troops have 
slain 17 more black guerril- 
las, raising the death toll of 
The insurgents in two days to 
57, the Military Command 
here reported Saturday. 

The losses were among the 
heaviest suffered by the guer- 
rilla armies of Robert Muga- 
be and Joshua Nkomo in any 
similar period of the six years 
of war. 

The Military Command did 
not specify where or how the 
insurgents were killed, and a 
communique made no men- 
tion of security force losses. 

The bulletin also reported 
that seven “terrorist collabora- 
tors'’ — usually guides, pos- 
ters or shields of the guerril- 
las — were slain in clashes. 

This means that 19 colla- 
borators have lost their lives 
in the last two days, accord- 
ing to official Rhodesian ac- 
counts. 

Among the other latest vic- 
tims were four cattle rustlers 
shot by security forces and 
two black civilians said to 
have been slain in a guerrilla 
ambush on the main highway 
between here and the southern 
town of Fort Victoria. 

Tbe Military Command also 


reported that in the early 
hours of Saturday morning 
guerillas set fire to two bus? 
es on the same highway about 
l2tT kilometers south of Salis- 
bury, blocking the route for 
several ham 


The latest deaths mean that 
the guerrillas have lost 6,662 
men. against 832 security for- 
ce men in the war.
